Mr. Havemtycr, of New 
York, one of the largest refiners in the 
country, says the charge that American 
refiners adulterate lhc*r sugar is iaJsc, and 
in order to establish his statement, be offers 
that all the refiners will open their works j 
to examiners who shall watch all the stages 
of the refining process and report the result 
for publication. 
The New York Herald 
says “the fact is well known fo all who 
care to know it that American sugar re 
flnera carry on their business nowadays 
with better maclrncry and methods than 
are used in other co u n ties; their success 
is based upoo the superior ability and in­ 
telligence with which they conduct their 
businers, and also upon the pi g ‘don of 
abundant capital, which is Doce 'ary to its 
successful prosecution.” There have been 
great frauds, no doubt, in the manufacture 
of sugar, as well as m near1'7 all other ar­ 
ticles needed tor the table. In Iii’* respect, 
the invcsligatlors In Chicago n caiy three 
years ago, revealed mcTt outrage* frauds in 
sugar, ground coffee, spics, sauces, vine­ 
gars, and a number of other articles. The 
wholesale dealers aud the retailers, are not 
responsible for this, at least not many of 
them are, because it is to their interest to 
urnish their customers with the best goods 
the market cau^afford. 
In connection with these alleged frauds 
comes 
the repo~t 
that several com­ 
panies will be soon organized in the West 
which will cuter quite extensively into 
the manufacture of pure sugar from corn 
•talks. Men who have paid considerable 
m ention to the subject, ray that such a 
sugar can be made from the common stalk, 
and at a much ler* cost thaa the sugar 
now in use. 
We understand that a com­ 
pany at Crystal Lake contemplate putting 
some works in operation in the course of 
the coming year. The buildings arc up, the 
machinery is already on hand, and practical 
men have promised the en terp rce gener­ 
ous support. At pr 'eat it is difficult to 
conjecture to what magnitude this industry 
will grow, but to those who are acquainted 
with the process of manufacturing sugar 
from corn, ere confident that it will prove 
successful and profitable.

It 
is said by those who ought to know, that 
ho made $200,000 annually on borrowed 
money. He paid several visits to Europe, 
and sometimes Indulged in little luxuries, 
but hi* expenditures for personal enjoy­ 
ment were generally less than these of 
men with an income of $2,000 a year. His 
only gilt of money for a public purpose in 
his lifetime, so far a* we know, was that of 
$3,600 to purchase Lieber's library for the 
state university. He could make himself 
agreeable iu company, and was fair and 
faithful in business transactions.

lo May of the same year she asked for 
food. A small piece of cracker and a tea­ 
spoonful of punch were given her. 
Tnis 
was the first food she bad taken in seven 
Weeki that she was able to retain on her 
stomach. She was subject to trances dur­ 
ing this period. They would come aud go, 
aud when in ooc sue was, to ail a p p li­ 
ances, dead. In June nourishment was 
forced by a pump into her stomach, which 
made her deadly sick. As the result her 
throat closed, aud she was unable to take 
any nouriahment or utter a sound. Aly first 
visit to her was on March 4, ISO?. I found 
her jymg on her right side, with her right 
arm folded under her head. 
Her fingers 
were clinched in the palm of her hand. 
Her right arm and hand were paralyzed, 
and tim was true of her body generally ex­ 
cept her left arm. She was in a trance, 
sighed and seemed to be in pain. 
These 
trances, at this period, continued ten or 
twelve 
days. 
For 
twelve years 
she has 
lain in 
one position, for 
nine 
years 
in 
the rigid, 
or paralyzed state, her muscles only relax­ 
ing when under the influence of chloro­ 
form. For the last three years her mus­ 
cles have been in a flexible state. Her suf­ 
ferings while passing into this new condi­ 
tion were extraordinary. During this long 
sickness there have Seen times when she 
had not the use of one of her senses. For 
daysshe has been, to all appearances, 
dead. 
SEEMINGLY DEAD. 
The slightest pulse could not be detect­ 
ed. There was no evidence of respiration. 
Her limbs were as cold as ice, aud had it 
not been tor some heat in the region of the 
h urt she would have been buried. Dur­ 
ing these twelve years she has virtually 
lived vilhout food. Pieces of fruit and 
water 
have been introduced into ber 
mouth, fcbut scarcely any of them ever 
made their way into her stomach. So sen­ 
sitive has been this organ that it would not 
retain anything. It collapsed so that by 
placing the hand upon it the spine could 
easily be felt. There was no* place for 
food. Her|heart *was greatly enlarged.

intervals, she has 
been totally blind. Her eyelids twere 
closed tor nine years. 
When she passed 
from the rigid to the limp state her eyes 
opened and remained staring.

Fourth of July last the eyelids close J again 
and have remained so to the present time. 
When I first mw her abe had bat one sense 
—that of loach. With that she could read 
with five times the rapidity of ooc by eye­ 
sight. She read by running her fingers 
over the printed page as well in darkness 
as in light. With this sense she could dis­ 
criminate the photographs of friends, the 
faces of persons in the room, etc. 
She 
never sleeps. She does her most delicate 
work in the night, preferring night to day. 
Her rest is taken in the trance state, which 
answers for sleep. She performs none of 
the ordinary functions of lite unlese it be 
that of breathing. 
She receives nothing 
and gives oat nothing, unless it is insensi­ 
ble perspiration. Her circulation of blood 
is sluggish, and, as a consequence, there is 
Very Utile animal heat, She says she can­ 
not die, for there is nothing to die. 
Such, 
In brie!, is her bodily condition. 
MENTAL ACTIVITY. 
To me her mental state is more extra­ 
ordinary than ber physical. She has the 
power of second sight. 
All places are 
alike open to her mental vision. 
Dis­ 
tances interpose no barriers. 
No retire­ 
ment however secluded but yields to her 
penetrating vision. This power, of course. 
is confined to persons and objects that in­ 
terest her. She will dictate the contents 
of sealed letters without a single error. 
will visit the family circles of her friends 
in distant towns and tell what they are 
doing and describe their personal attire. 
Persons entering the house of her aunt, 
whether acquaintances or strangers, are 
instantly recognized. Any article which 
has been mislaid she sees and tells where 
It can 
be 
found. 
She 
discrim­ 
inates the most delicate shades of color. 
She.works in embroidery and wax without 
any patterns. Her wax flowers are marvels 
of beauty. She never studied botany or 
took a lesson in wax work, and yet ehe 
never makes a mistake in the form of a 
flower or leaf. Holding her pen or pencil 
in her left hand she writes with extraord­ 
inary rapidity, the letter* being well form­ 
ed and legible. She wrote a poem of ten 
verses in as many minutes, her ti oughts 
flowing with the rapidity of lightning.
